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U.N. Congo Advance Brings Criticism

LEOPOLDVILLE, T he 
Congo (UPI) - United Na- 
tions troops held their posi­ 
tions at Jadotville today 
amid 
speculation 
they 
would not advance against 
the key city of Ko!weal, 
last stronghold of Katanga 
President Moise Tshombe. 


As criticism mounted against 
the capture of Jadotville, appar­ 
ently in defiance of orders from 
headquarters in New York, U.N. 
Under Secretary Dr. Ralph J. 
Bunche hurried to the Congo to 
investigate what happened during 
a “temporary breakdown in com 
municatkms." 


The Jadotville action was hailed 
as a brilliant professional feat, 
which sources said was accom­ 
plished with a loss of fewer than 
IO U.N. soldiers killed. 


After the capture Thursday of 
the mining center of Jadotville, 
65 miles northwest of the Katanga 
capital of Glisabethville, the U.N. 
forces had been expected to push 
on immediately to Kolwezi, 80 
miles father to the northwest. 


But the Katangese were said to 
have a good defensive position 
along the main highway route to 
that town, where Tshombe was 
reported organizing a last - ditch 
defense although his forces were 
said to be running short on am­ 
munition.

Tshombe had his back to the 
wall. There was evidence that his 
financial and tribal support was 
crumbling.

Moser went to Tren­ 
ton with Bristol Township and 
Bucks County detectives and state 
police from Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey to identify the sus­ 
pect from a lineup of seven in­ 
mates at the New Jersey State 
Prison. 
From the lineup, police said, 
Moser picked out Russell Rush, 
20, of 125 Fairview St., River­ 
side, N.J., as the man who came 
into the motel and shot him.

Ernest Bencheck, a lamp man 
in the U.S. Steel Corp. mine, told 
interrogators at a public hearing 
into last month’s disaster that the 
alarm rang when a ventilating 
fan broke down in the shaft. 
Bencheck, who also doubles 
an elevator operator and cleanup 
man, said it was part of his dut­ 
ies as a lamp man to listen for 
the danger alarm. He said be 
on his way to dean the bathhouse 
on the ground level at the time 
the alarm sounded, and he did 
not know the fan had stopped. 
“I didn't know about it until 
somebody told me,’’ Bencheck 
testified. 
Under intensive questioning by 
S t a t e Mine Secretary Lewis 
Evans and W. A. Boyle, acting 
international 
president 
(rf the 
United Mine Workers. Bencheck 
said that air compressors in the 
vicinity must have drowned out 
tile signal. 
Asks About Times 
Boyle asked him how long it us­ 
ually took him to clean the bath­ 
house. 
“About two hours,” Bencheck 
answered. 
He then testified that when he 
operates the elevator a trip takes 
about 42 seconds each way. Boyle 
then asked: 
“You are not in a position at 
either of those times to hear the 
signal that men’s lives are in 
danger underground, as the Penn­ 
sylvania laws require of a lamp 
man?”

Boyle told United Press Inter­ 
national after the four-hour initial 
meeting that he believed in the 
final analysis it will be proved 
somehow” that the explosion 
Dec. 6 at the Frosty Run shaft 
was caused by an interruption in 
the ventilation system. But he 
said at present he could not pin- 
poir* the reason. 
Edward C. Urbany, assistant 
mine superintendent, one of 47 
men who escaped the blast, came 
under intensive questioning by 
Boyle and Evans. 
Boyle suggested Urbany make 
corrections in his testimony for 
the records. The union official 
also charged that before each 
answer, Urbany glanced at Ralph 
C. Beerbower Jr., general super­ 
intendent at Robena. 
The witness said he thought 
Boyle was in error for making 
that suggestion.

For the time being, officials 
said, they expect the delegation 
work in Geneva will be handled 
by Charles C. SteUe, deputy chief 
of the group. 
Dean, a New York lawyer, has 
headed the U.S. disarmament ne­ 
gotiating team at Geneva since 
early in the Kennedy administra­ 
tion. 
Under 
former 
President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, he repre­ 
sented the United States in the 
lengthy Korean armistice negotia­ 
tions at Panmunjom.

Reviewing his duties, Case said 
that he felt a prison administra­ 
tor has to have a genuine feeling 
for people in trouble. “You have 
to like the shaggy dog,” Case 
said. 
The Marine Corps veteran has 
served as custody officer at the 
Naval Disciplinary Barracks in 
Portsmouth, Va. in addition to 
his Camp i^J—nnt post. 
A strapping 6’4” and weighing 
close to 250 pounds, the major 
is a veteran of World War 
and the Korean Conflict. He was 
basically an infantry officer, serv­ 
ing in that capacity during most 
of his 21 years cf service.
